stern arm of the 
State Police— these 
are a few of things that marked the 
early hours of the Emancipation Day 
excursion in Gettysburg. 
Scarcely had the, first 
section 
a r ­ 
rived when the 
series of disgusting 
scenes started. A colored woman was 
seen, by one of the State Police acting 
in an indecent 
manner 
on 
Carlisle 
street and she started to call him vile 
names when 
he 
remonstrated. 
She 
was at once felled. Her husband rush­ 
ed to the scene and 
was 
dealt the 
same treatment. 
The quick action of 
the officer stopped incipient trouble. 
One woman too drunk to leave the 
train when it arrived 
stayed 
in 
the 
cars for some time and when she fin­ 
ally did try to get out fell dow'n the 
steps to the track. She was somewhat 
bruised but not seriously hurt. 
James Waters, one of 
the 
excur 
sionists, was caught 
in 
the 
act of 
stealing J. Herman Bream’s automo­ 
bile on the battlefield ar.d wa3 placed 
in jail. Mr. Bream had left 
his 
ma­ 
chine standing on the avenue leading 
from Rosensteel’s to the Emmitsburg 
road and Special Guard 
Tipton 
saw 
the negro get into the 
machine 
and 
start away. He overtook him and with 
Special Guard George McClellan and 
Sheriff Thompson brought his prison­ 
er to town and put 
him 
in 
jail 
to 
await a hearing. 
Race 
Horse 
Alley was the site of 
several disgraceful scenes. At various 
times during the day women from the 
excursion started trouble 
there, 
the 
worst of which was taken in 
hand by 
three state police and 
two local offi­ 
cers when one of the women was tak­ 
en violently ill. A crowd soon gathered 
and a physician was called. 
I*a,er in 
the day the patient had partially re­ 
covered. 
The total number of excursionists 
was only 1671 as 
against over 7000 
last year, hut Sergeant 
Snyder and 
his five officers with the local and 
railroad police had 
plenty 
to 
look 
after. 
The first of 
the 
three 
trains 
to 
bring 
the excursions 
here 
arrived 
about half past nine o’clock. 
It 
left 
Baltimore at 6:56 this 
morning and 
carried 635 passengers. 
It 
was fol­ 
lowed shortly 
afterward by the sec­ 
ond section with 545, 
and the third 
and last section did not reach Gettys­ 
burg until almost noon. 
It 
brought 
491 sending the total up to 1671.

the lied Cross insignia, by treaty and 
agreement, has been respected by civ­ 
ilized nations wherever its crimson flag 
w as raised in war or peace. 
In 1H64, 
w hen the civil war was drawing to an 
end. a convention of nations assem­ 
bled at Geneva, published and ratified 
the first code governing its operations. 
Since then there have Iweu revisions 
and modifications, all tending to fur­ 
ther alleviation of the horrors of battle 
through an extension of tile immunity 
of tile lied Cross and ending finally Iii 
the revision of 1906. 
F ader tile code then adopted tile R<*1 
Cross today is operating on the Euro­ 
pean battlefields. Hut It was fifty years 
ago that the first convention laid the 
foundation on which the lbs! Cross a t­ 
tollent the international authority es­ 
sential to Insure its success. 


Florence Nightingale’s Work. 


The work of the famous sanitary 
commission during the American civil 
w ar was the inspiration of the interna- j 
tioiittI convention. 
T he great good ac­ 
complished by tills organization dis­ 
covered to the world the possibilities 
of rendering practical succor to the 
tick and wounded of belligerent armies. J 
Long liefer* this. however, Florence 
Nightingale had set her heroic example 
to disclose to the world w hat women 
could do in the field hospitals of war.

Nurses Brave Hardships.

REO CROSS SHIP A GREAT 
FLOATING HOSPITAL 


Equipment of Vessel Sent on Errand of 
Mercy to Succor Warring Nations. 


Leut to tin* American Bed Cross so­ 
ciety by the Hamburg-American line. 
tile steamship Hamburg, which has 
been rechristened the Bed Cross aud 
converted into a great floating hospital. 
Is going abroad to render servile In 
the armed conflict of the nations. Tile 
vessel lias been completely changed iii 
ap[**uranee. 
It Is painted white, with 
a band of r»*d encircling the hull, and 
red crosses are painted on the stacks. 
The name "R(*#l Cross” is emblazoned 
on her bow. and the American and Bell 
Cross flag* fly from lier masts. 
At Falmouth. England, the ship will 
land two units—six surgeons und tw en ­ 
ty four nurses—and some of the hos­ 
pital supplies, and then proceed to 
Havre to land tv#* units for France. 
At Hotterdnin wilt be lauded the units 
for Germany aud Russia. IJbigium has 
asked for hospital 
supplies and no 
nurse*, so she will la* given an extra 
lot of supplies. 
The Bed Cross carries 30 surgeons 
and 125 nurses. 
Tile cargo consists of 
hundreds of [»oundH of bandages, ab­ 
sorbent cotton and gauze, thousand* 
of «as*** of ether and chloroform, hun 
dred* of gallons of Iodine, surgical 
equipments, hospital garments, every 
thing to m ike the misery of tile wound 
ed soldiers less. 
Tile ship is in command of Captain 
Artnlsted Bust. I ’. S. N. In profession­ 
al command of tile expedition is Major 
Hubert Hugh Patterson of the Medical 
Corps. II. S. A., while the chief »u[**r- 
vlnlou of the nurses is intrusted to Miss 
Helen Scott Hay. ex-supfriuteudent of 
the Illinois Training school, from which 
she resigned to establish, by invitation 
of Qu**'ii Eleanor, a school for u urges 
In Bulgaria. 
Nurses selected by the American Bed 
Cross for European service have re­ 
ceived tile following instructions: 
"Carry lf possible a sufficient supply 
of clothing for a mouth or six weeks in 
lightweight suit case or telescope bag. 
A canvas hag will be supplied to each 
nurse by the Hts! Cross, in which addi­ 
tion al c lo th in g may be taken. To avoid 
loss these bags will lx» plainly marked 
‘American Bed Cross,* aud no other 
luggage, except such as can i*e carried 
by the nurse, will l»e allowed. 
These 
twig* will I** distributed by the local 
committees. 
“The Bt*] Gross badge should be 
worn and appointment card. together 
with white Immunity certificate, car­ 
ried iii purse or other safe place. 
"A h a matter of protection nurse* will 
he exjNS'ted to wear their uniforms un 
sh ip y a rd and. m* far as can tx* deter- 
mim'd, at ail tither times while serving 
miller the Bed Gross iii Europe.”

To one quart of 
peeled, seeded and grated cucumbers 
allow two greeu poplars, seeded aud 
chopped; one grated onion, one gill 
grated horseradish, two tablespoon 
fills of sa It. 
P u t over the fire and 
sim m er ail hour. 
Add one pint of 
vinegar, lit t l e and seal. 
A C o m b i n a ti o n Sauce. 
Mixed Ketchup. —Take one half peck 
of finely cut rl|»e tomatoes, one ten 
cupful of minced onions, one teacup­ 
ful of chopped nasturtium seeds, one 
teacupful of grated horseradish, tw o 
finely chopped red peppers, three large 
stalks of chopped celery, one teacup­ 
ful of m ustard seed, one-ha lf teacupful 
of wilt. one large tablespoonful each 
of black pep|K*r. cloves, mace and cin­ 
namon. one-lmlf cupful of sugar, one 
quart of vinegar. 
This requires no 
cooking. 
Mad* W ith Tomatoes. 
Red Ketchup.—T ak e one [as k ripe to­ 
matoes. cooked an d strained; one pint 
vim*gur. one and one half cupfuls sug­ 
ar. .P u t in a cloth two tablespoonfuls 
of doves, one-half tablesful!fuI all­ 
spice. two tablespoonfuls salt, 
four 
tablespoonfuls cinnamon, one-quarter 
teaspoonful cayenne pepper. 
Cook to 
desired consistency.

Every one Interested in the destruc­ 
tion of the arm y worm pest is being re­ 
quested by the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture to look out for 
army v orin moths with one artificially 
colored wing. Tile department’s ento­ 
mologists are catching army worm 
moths w here they ore plentiful, color 
lug one w ing of each and then liberat­ 
ing them In the sam e territory, so that 
they 
may determine whether these 
mot bs fly directly west or north and 
bow quickly and far they will spread. 
A better knowledge of the habits of 
(bls pest should enable the department 
to control Its spread. No moths are to 
bo let loose where their liberation could 
I os* I bl J add to Hie natural damage.

lf there be any sign of sedi­ 
ment, shake the more. 
Unless directed otherwise you would 1 
better take all capsules, pills or tab­ 
lets with a half gloss of water. 
Never use a liniment near an open 
flame, for a liniment usually contains , 
some combustible clement. 
Always 
rub a liniment into the skin antu It Is 
nearly dry. 
Be sure to brush the teeth after blk- j 
ing medicine, since many medicines 
contain acids or iron, both of which I 
are injurious to the teeth. 
Keep effervescent medicines in a cool 
place.—New York American.
